Frankfort. K>\, May 22—[Special.]— 
As exclusively announced In the 
Courier-Journal this morning, an! 
in an opinion covering seventy- 
five typewritten pnges, and com¬ 
prising about fifteen thousannd 
words, -the Court of Appeals to-day re¬ 
versed Judgment of the Chancellors of 
the Jefferson Circuit Court in the Louis¬ 
ville election contest cases, involving 
the city and county offices, and de¬ 
clared the election of November. 1905, 
null and void, and each of the offices in¬ 
volved in the contest. The most 1 inter¬ 
esting feature of the opinion of the 
court In the cases—for the invalidating 
of the election had been anticipated in 
the Courlcr-sTourml nearly a week ago 
—Is the ruling of the Judges as to the 
(temporary filling of the vacancies cre¬ 
ated by the declaration that It could not 
be determined Just who was elected. 
The court holds that the offices are to 
be filled by appointment, the Governor 
filling the more important of them, and 
his appointees filling those of which are 
not directly given to him to fill.

After Mandate Issues. 


when the case is up for consideration, 
and not to write dissenting opinions. 
Then, too, more is accomplished by the 
dissenting Judges by securing the ton¬ 
ing down of objectionable opinions 
which have been concurred in by the 
majority of the membership of the 
court. 

• • • 

Opinion Unsparing. 

The opinion handed down is a very 
caustic one In many respects, not spar¬ 
ing In its criticism either the Demo¬ 
cratic or the Republican-Fusion leaders 
of the campaign of 1906. That the sum 
of $100,000 was spent by the opposing 
parties is commented upon, as Is the 
use of clubs by the Fusioniets; their at¬ 
tempt to buy up the Prohibition party 
for the purpose of securing more rep¬ 
resentation than they wore entitled to 
at the polling places; their establish¬ 
ing of subheadquarters over the city 
for the day of election; the bringing in 
of repeaters by the Democrats and 
placing them in the houses of police¬ 
men and firemen; the distribution of 
Democratic primary boxes over certain 
portion** of the city, which were stuffed 
With ballots, and the persons guilty of 
such wrongs being rewarded by minor 
positions in the city government under 

the successful candidates. 

• • • 

Goes After the Police, 

The conduct and activity of the po¬ 
lice on the days of registration and 
of election are probably more harshly 
dealt with in the opinion than any class 
of election offenders named in the Im¬ 
mense record before the court. The 
Judges declare that the election was 
held under police supervision, and say 
that such supervision Is even more re¬ 
pulsive than military nt the polls, for 
which, at the 1899 election, the General 
Assembly of Kentucky disfranchised 
the entire vote of the city of Louis¬ 
ville In the gubernatorial and other 
races. The court points out that th^ 
election laws of the State say who 
shall be at the polls on election day. 
and says that It knows of no law which 
demands, or even Justifies, police par¬ 
ticipation in the conduct of an elec¬ 
tion. 

"Alphabetical voting” is also strongly 
denounced in the opinion as an out¬ 
rage. without Justification or excuse, 
and the court points out that none of 
these offenders nor those who stuffed 
ballots In removed precincts have ever 
bc*en punished in a court of justice, 
but. on the contrary, several of them 
retain office bestowed by the bene¬ 
ficiaries of their work.

Section 160 of the Constitution provides, among other things, as follows: 

"The terms of office of Mayors or Chief Executives and Police Judges shall be 
four years and until their successor shall be qualified; and all members of legis¬ 
lative boards two years." This section further provides that when the officers 
of a city, other than those named above, are elected by the voters, "their 
terms of office shall be four years and until their successors shall be qualified." 

Section 99 of the Constitution provides that the Judge of the County Court, 
County Court Clerk. County Attorney, Sheriff. Jailer, Coroner, Surveyor, As¬ 
sessor and Magl§:« ates shall hold their office for a term of four years "and un¬ 
til the election and qualification of their successors." 

Subsection 12 of Section 1596 A, Kentucky Statutes, which Is the section au¬ 
thorizing the court to nullify an election where there has been such fraud, In¬ 
timidation, violence or bribery as to render It Impossible to determine who had 
been fairly elected, provides that when an election Is so set aside by the court 
"the office shall be deemed vacant, with the *ame legal effect as If the person 
elected had refused to qualify." DEMOCRATIC ATTORNEY.

CLAIM GOVERNOR’S POWER TO APPOINT. 


FUSIONISTS SITTING STEADY. 


The Controller of the Currency has is¬ 
sued a call for a statement of the con¬ 
dition of national banks at the close of 
business on Monday, May 20.

These appointments cannot, of course, 
be announced until after petition for re¬ 
hearing, If any Is filed, has been passed 
upon by the court, and the mandate 
has issued from the office of the Appel¬ 
late Court Clerk and gone to the clerk 
of the lower court. On the subject of 
succession the opinion delivered has the 
following paragraph: 

"Each of the contestees who, by the 
Constitution, holds until the qualifica¬ 
tion of his successor, will discharge the 
duties of his office until his successor 
is appointed and qualified." 

The matter of who should fill the of¬ 
fices was not, properly speaking, before 
the court in the case, nothing relative 
to It appearing In the record, and It 
was hardly expected that the court 
would write anything upon the subject 
of succession to the offices. In an¬ 
nouncing their decision, however, the 
Judges refer to the far-reaching effect 
of the rulings made upon the municipal 
and county government, and say that 
they deemed it necessary to decide how 

the vacancies should be filled. 

• • • 

Is This the LawP 


On this point they say that the stat¬ 
ute provides that In case It is adjudged 
there has been no election, the office 
shall be deemed vacant with the same 
legal effect as if the person elected had 
refused to qualify, and that It follows 
that when a Judgment has been entered 
in the lower court as directed in their 
written opinion the offices will become 
vacant and the vacancies must be filled 
as though the Incumbents had then re¬ 
signed. 

• • • 

Two Judges Do Not Concur. 


The written opinion of the court was 
handed down from the bench by Judge 
John M. Lassing. of Boone county. 
There were no dissents noted of record, 
For scm ft few years past there have been 
only infrequent notations of dissents in 
the court, the Judges preferring to set¬ 
tle the matter In the consultation room 


The written opinion Is divided by 
Judge Lassing into four sections. The 
first of these Is devoted to an historical 
sketch of political troubles in Louls- 
! ville from 1903 to the election In con¬ 
test. 

The second Is given over to a presen¬ 
tation of the facts In the complained 
of precincts, as shown In the record 
and In argument of counsel. 

The third contains the law as to elec¬ 
tions, and Its construction by the court. 

The fourth applies the law* to the 
facts of the cases, and announces the 
conclusions reached by the Judges of 
the court In finally disposing of the 
cases on appeal. After reviewing the 
twenty-four precincts complained of, 
anil inciting the alleged outrages com¬ 
mitted In them. Judge Lassing sums 

up the result of these acts as follows! 

* • • 

Impossible To Pick the Winners. 

"The Democratic majorities, as re¬ 
ported on final count, ranged 
from 8,373 votes, the lowest, 
to 5.280 votes, the highest. There 
was Included in these majorities 
1.789 fraudulent votes returned from 
the nine removed precincts. 697 from 
the six precincts which we considered 
together, and a majority of forty-three 
returned from the Twenty-fifth pre¬ 
cinct of the Tenth ward; hence, leav¬ 
ing out of consideration all fake ma¬ 
jorities returned from precincts which 
w*ere disfranchised, and tho sixteen 
votes given the Republicans by the 
commissioner in the Tw’enty-ninth pre¬ 
cinct of the Twelfth ward, the real 
Democratic majorities range from 960 
votes to 2,867 votes. It Is readily seen 
that if the disfranchised voters had all 
voted for the defeated candidates they 
would have been elected by majorities 
ranging from 3,425 votes to 5,332, or, in 
other words, measured by the test 
adopted by this court in construing 
the Constitution, this election was not 
"free and equal," and viewed In the 
light of the statute, we are forced to 
the conclusion that from the record be¬ 
fore us it is Impossible to* determine 

who was elected." 

• • • 

Some ‘‘Hot Shot” From Opinion. 

Some of the especially caustic para- v 
graphs of the opinion of the court are 
as follows: 

"The conduct of an election under 
the supervision of either military or 
police authority has never been sanc¬ 
tioned nor approved by our people. 

“The efforts of the Fusioniets to se¬ 
cure the challengers and Inspectors of 
the Prohibition party w*as a piece of 
sharp practice not to be commended. 

"The Fuslonlsts are charged with 
levying a tax upon Federal office¬ 
holders; the Democrats with havirig 
exteted tribute from the county and city 
officials. Each charge Is true, and 
neither is to be commended for having 
done so. 

"This record shows without dispute 
that the Democratic Campaign Com-

Frankfort. Ky.. May 22.—(Special.]— 
That portion of the opinion of the Court 
of Appeals In the Louisville election 
contest cases which deals with the tem¬ 
porary succession to the offices wlilch 
were in contest, and w*hlch the court 
declares vacant, came as a surprise 
here, although the lawyers and others 
w^ho bad looked Into I he matter had ex¬ 
pressed the opinion that the appoint¬ 
ment Is In the Chief Executive of the 
State. Tt was not generally thought 
that the court would write anything 
upon tho subject, os it Is outside the 
record, and is. according to the law¬ 
yers. "mere dicta." It is said by some 
of them that the former officials of the 
city of Louisville and the county of 
Jefferson are not bound by it, and. as 
one lawyer said, K might not be a bad 
Idea for the old officials to assert that 
they are the proper officials and have 
the court reopen this feature of the 
case: that 'the right of succession was 
not presented to the court by counsel. 
In briefs or oral argument, and that 
learned counsel might be able to dem¬ 
onstrate to the Judges, in a regularly 
heard case, that the former officials are 
the legal officials and entitled to hold 
the offices until their successors have 
been regularly elected, at an election 
which Is not contested, and have quali¬ 
fied and gone into office. 

• • • 

Present Heads May Appoint 

It Is also suggested here that under 
the provisions of the opinion, and the 
rules of practice before the Court of 
Appealsxll Ip possible for the present 
heads at Louisville to fill the minor 
places before they are retired them¬ 
selves. Under the code and court rules, 
thirty days Is given for filing of a peti¬ 
tion for rehearing of the cases de¬ 
cided to-day. The suggestion Isthat 
the counsel for the Democratic side 
could file petitions for rehearing in the 
cases of Mn^or Barth and County 
Judge Wilson, and agree to an immedi¬ 
ate Issue of the mandates of the court 
in all the other cases. The minor of¬ 
ficials, those whom the court says are 
to be appointed by the Mayor and 
County Judge, would then be out of 
office, and Mayor Barth and Judge Wil¬ 
son oould appoint them to office to 
serve until the November election, and 
make good their appointments before 
their own ctu»s are finally disposed of 
by the court here. Tills suggestion 
does not come from a lawyer, or from 
anyone who has Investigated as to the 
night of counsel for appellees to take 
such a step in ca*es wlvlch have been 
consolidated and heard together, as 
have these cases, but is one of the 
many rumors and suggestions which 
to-day followed the rendition of the 
opinion of the court ousting the Demo¬ 
cratic officials from office.

Governor Will Appoint Democrats. 


Therefore, Section 160 and Section 99 of the Constitution provide that all ]] 
officers of cities or counties, except members of the General Council, shall hold .. 
their office until their successors are qualified and Subsection 12 of Section 1596 
A, Kentucky Statutes, provides that when an election Is nullified It shall have the ]] 
same legal effect as If the person elected had refused to qualify. 

This would seem to make It plain that the old officers would go back Into** 
office because their successors, under the law, have never qualified.

An informal conference of the Fusion 
attorneys. Helm Bruce, William Mar¬ 
shall Bullitt ami Alex Barret, was held 
yesterday, when these three lunched to¬ 
gether at the Pondennis Club.

So far the only applications to the 
Executive Department for appointment 
In Louisville or Jefferson county have 
come through the mails, and they are 
being filed away to await the final 
mandate of the Appellate Court in the 
contest cases. It Is said by those 
closest to the Governor that he did not 
desire that the law should be construed 
to mean that he has the appointment 
of the municipal and county officials, 
but that he will act as the higher court 
has held is his duty In the matter. 
It is knowm here that the one idea 
with the Governor in making the ap¬ 
pointment of a Mayor, County Judge 
and City Judge will be the closing 
of the Sunday saloon and the strict 
enforcement of laws relative to Sab¬ 
bath observance. As one of his friends 
said, after hearing of the ruling of the 
court; "He will appoint to the places 
Democrats who can best administer the 
affairs of the city of Louisville and 
benefit the party in that city. He has 
not at any time said that he would 
not, in making the appointments, rec¬ 
ognize the present Democratic officials

Whether or not the Democrats will 
attempt to persuade the Court of Ap¬ 
peals to reverse Itself on the dictum of 
the court holding that the Governor has 
the pow’er to appoint, has not yet been 
decided, but will be determined when 
their counsel have digested the opinion 
in full. 

Two legal propositions now confront 
the Democrats. One Is a motion for a 
rehearing, by w hich they would seek to 
convince the court that its decision in 
invalidating the election is not in ac¬ 
cordance with the law and the evidence 
and the other Is the possibility of per¬ 
suading the judges that their dictum, 
holding that the Governor has power to 
appoint, is an erroneous construction of 
the Constitution and statutes.

Some of Mayor’s Appointees May Es¬ 
cape the Deluge. 


Everybody about the City Hall yes¬ 
terday afternoon seemed dazed. They 
were apparently unable to recover from 
the blow of the Court of Appeals* de¬ 
cision Officeholders who are affected 
seemed groggy, and unable entirely, to 
grasp the significance of the decision.

"What statement have you to make 
relative to the decision of the Court of 
Appeals. Mr. Mayor?" was asked. 

"1 have not read the decision," he re¬ 
plied. 

"Have you not read the accounts In 
the afternoon papers bearing upon it?" 

"No, I have not. I don’t think the 
opinion in full Is given In the afternoon 
papers though, is it?" 

"What plans for a future course have 
been outlined by the Democrats, Mr.

HARMONY AT ADJOURNMENT. 


Henderson. Ky.. May 22.—{Special.] — 
After having at one time practically 
given up the fight as lost, McD. Fer¬ 
guson won his race for the nomination 
by the Democrats of the First Railroad 
Commissioner’s district, and taking the 
convention by storm on the first roll 
call after supper to-night, was chosen 
as the standard-bearer for the election 
to be held In November. 

By effecting a combination with 
Georg© W. Landram and Herman 
Southall, almost at the last minute, 
after having vainly struggled all day 
to make such a union, Ferguson se¬ 
cured enough votes to give him the 
nomination for which five candidates 
have been contending for the last few 
months. Judge Bunk Gardner did not 
enter the combination against Law¬ 
rence Finn, but the votes he controlled 
were not needed and Ferguson sailed 
In a winner, even before Graves count*' 
changed its twenty-five votes from 
Gardner to Ferguson. 

Seemingly hopelessly tied up In the 
afternoon, with but little chance of 
making a nomination for hours and 
perhaps days, the convention had ad¬ 
journed at 4 o’clock until 6. w*tyen a 
continuous session was to be begun and 
kept up until a nomination had been 
made. At the time of adjournment 
Southall and Landram w'ere firm 
In their refusal to go into a combina¬ 
tion. Landram declared he would not 
talk to the other candidates. Finn was 
trying to combine with Gardner and all 
was confusion. 

• • • 

Ferguson Men Go To Work. 

Ferguson's leaders then went to work 
as they had not worked before, and 
they w*ere ready when the convention 
was called to order at S o’clock. Finn 
tried to block or delay the call of the 
roll, but It proceeded, and wlien the 
last county was reached Ferguson had 
191 votes, two less than the necessary 
number. Gardner had received three 
votes In addition to his regular 
strength, Fulton and Graves. 

Ollle James, representing Crittenden 
county, divided the six votes between 
Ferguson and Gardner, with the under¬ 
standing that when Graves went back 
on Gardner*, Crittenden w*ould throw all 
its votes to Ferguson. Webster oouivty 
split its vote, giving Ferguson nine and 
Finn tw*o. these two votes being enough 
to give Ferguson the nomination. Be¬ 
fore the result could be announced I 
Graves county changed Its twenty-five 
votes from Gardner to Ferguson, and 
the convention went into convulsions, 
seeing that It w*as all over. 

In point fiact. the delegates who 
changed the votes of Graves did not 
have the right to make the change, and 
the Finn forces were ready to see that 
the vote remained with Gardner. While 
t-hey w'ere trying to get to the chair 
man of the Graves county delegation to 
Induce him to change back to Gardner, 
Ollie James decided the race by chang¬ 
ing the three votes of Crittenden from 
Gardner to Ferguson. 

This gave Ferguson 194 votes with¬ 
out the vote of Graves county, and 
gave Ferguson the nomination with 
one vote to spare.

Looks Like Judge Richards Holds. 

According to tho best information 
that could be feuoad the 

only heqds of departments-^at thd City 
Hall w ho will not feel the efteclApf the 
decision of the Court of Appeals in the 
election cases are Judge A. E. Richards, 
City Attorney, and hts corps of as¬ 
sistants and clerks; Louis Summers, 
City Assessor, and the deputies and 
clerks under him; Samuel yvilhlte. City 
Controller; Dr. George Allen, clerk of 
the Board of Counollmen. and George 
Miller, clerk of tho Board of Aldermen. 

Judge Richards was appointed City 
Attorney by former Mayor Charles F. 
Grainger, the appointment having gone 
Into effect December 15. 1904. He was 
appointed for a term of four, and con¬ 
sequently his present term will not 
expire until December 15, 1908. 

Louis Bummers. City Assessor, was 
elected to the office by the present 
General Council for a term pf four 
years. 

Samuel Wilhite was appointed to tho 
office of City Controller by Mayor 
Paul C. Barth to serve for a term of 
four years. 

The clerks of tho two boards were 
each elected for a term of two years 
by their respective boards. 

• • • 

As To Mayor’s Appointees. 

It Is argued that In view of the fact 
that the courts have previously held 
that oil acts of the Mayor or governing 
body of a city, so long as they are 
acting as such In good faith, are legal 
and binding, the appointments made by 
Mayor Barth nr either board of tho 
General Council, wherein the term Is 
fixed at any stated number of years. 
Is binding, and.cannot be set aside until 
the expiration of the term, unless Im¬ 
peachment proceedings bo instituted 
and the charges proved. 

Under the city charter, as amended 
during the term of former Mayor 
Charles F. Omlnger, the members of 
the Board of Public Safety and the 
Bbard of Public Works may be re¬ 
moved at the discretion of the Mayor. 
Each Mayor has the right to appoint 
his. own Board of Public Safety and 
Board of Public Works, which means 
that the man to be appointed by Gov. 
Beckham to succeed Mayor Barth may 
remove the present boards and name 
new ones. This fact puts In jeopardy 
those holding office by appointment of 
the Board of Public Safety or the 
Board of Public Works, w hich includes 
Dr. M. K. Allen. Health Officer; Rob¬ 
ert J. Tilford. Building Inspector, and 
all the heads and members of the Po¬ 
lice, Detective and Fire Departments. 


No one about the City Hall yester¬ 
day seemed to know* JusL what ar¬ 
rangement would be made among the 
Democrats looking toward the settle¬ 
ment of the court costs in the contest 
cases*. Some ventured the assertion 
that all those whose offices were con-\ 
! tested would have to pay am equal 
share of the costs provided the costs 
could be made against them. 

“Tho court will issue a mandate 
against them,” suggested one city of¬ 
ficial, “and the costs will be equally 
proportioned. If a man refuses to pay 
, his share of the costs and has property, 
i this property will be levied upon, if 
a man has no property and the costs 
charged^* him can be collected then a 
new apportionment of costs will be 
madb and the remaining men whose 
make.up the deficiency among them. 

“As an example, we will say that 
only ten offices were contested and that 
It is up to these ten deposed office¬ 
holders to pay the court costs. If only 
! one man among the ten has property 
which can be levied upon and the oth- 
| er nine refuse and cafinot be forced 
to pay their share, then the one man 
with property will be required to pay 
the entire coats.”

Mr. Carroll Talks of the Law. 




A. J. Carroll, who represented the 
Democrats in the contest cases, said 
last night that there was no doubt 
about the appointees by the Mayor for 
a fixed term holding over. 

“All the official acts of the Mayor, 
although the Court of Appeals has held 
that there was no election, are legal, 
for the reason that he was the de facto 
officer.’’ he said. “Furthermore, all his 
official ads for the next thirty Juridlcial 
days or until the mandate of the court 
arrives, will bo legal and binding.” 

Mr. Carroll referred to the time when 
Mr. Tmld. who was appointed Mayor 
following the death of Mayor Tyler, 
attempted to oust the then Board of 
Public Safety. Mr Onrroll. on that oc¬ 
casion acted as attorney for the board, 
and the courts held that Inasmuch as 
the members hnd been appointed by 
Mayor Tyler for a term of years, they 
could not be removed until the expira¬ 
tion of their term unless they could be 
Impeached. 

s • • 

Those Who May Lose. 


Other officials are of the opinion that 
each man whose office was contested 
will be held liable for court costs in 
so far as the costs attached to contest¬ 
ing that one office is concerned. For 
instance, they contend that Mayor 
Barth will have to bear the costs at¬ 
tached to the contest for his office, the 
same rule to be follow*ed In each In¬ 
stance where a contest was made. 

Another version Is that the Demo¬ 
crats will make a pool, each man con¬ 
tributing according to his means and 
the salary attached to his offlco or 
position. 

The court costs attached to the con¬ 
test easeB are Variously estimated« at 
from $10,000 to $20,000. The majority 
of those about the City Hall estimate 
tho cost at about $12,000 ’or $15,000. 
They assert that the Fusionlsts con¬ 
tracted considerable unnecessary ex¬ 
pense In prosecuting the case that will 
not be Included In tho court costs.

Birds Heap the Farmers. 

[Life In America.! 

Among the best bird friends that the 
fruit growers have are the woodpeck¬ 
ers; their strong. chlsal-Uke beaks and 
long, barbed tongues enable them to 
secure Insects whlcfo through being hid¬ 
den inside the bark of trees. are safe 
from the attacks of other birds. 

The > # eik>w-belllod woodpecker, or 
sapsucker, as It is commonly called, 
does some harm by boring holes in 
the tree trunk and eating the soft 
tissue which lies Inside the inner layer 
of bark. This constitutes about one- 
fourth of the yearly food of these birds; 
the napsuoker alone of the woodpeck¬ 
ers of our Eastern 8tates does any 
appreciable harm. 

Though nearly every kind of bird 
exhibits a preference for some par¬ 
ticular Insect, all land birds, from 
chickadees to hawks, eat grasshoppers 
or locusts during purt of the year, the 
greatest number being devoured In 
August. 

In one of the reports of the Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture It was stated that 
In the eastern half of Nebraska more 
than 160.000,000 locusts were eaten dally 
by wrens alone. When we consider 
that a locust eats fully Its own weight 
of food dally, we can form some Idea 
of the amount of forage that was saved 
to the farmers of that region during 
the locust season. 

In the year book of the Department 
of Agriculture Is a glowing account 
of some warblers* work. “In the month 
of May, 1900, w*ben the apple trees had 
Just explained rosettes of small leaves 
and flower bu/ls. multitudes of warblers 
of reveral 8pec.es were seen going 
through an orchard, examining these 
rosettes, and apparently pecking some¬ 
thing from each. An Investigation of 
the trees not yet reached by the warb¬ 
lers showed that each rosette contained 
from one to a dozen large plant lire, 
while a similar Investigation of the 
trees explored by the birds revealed few 
of these Insects.” 

Cuckoos are u^ful because they eat 
caterplliars, which are protected from 
other birds by their hairy coats. There 
Is an instance on record where as many 
as 960 tent caterpillars were found in 
the stomach of one cuckoo. Bluebirds 
do nothing but good; Insect*!, all of 
w'hlch are pests to a greater or lesser 
extent (except occasional spiders), form¬ 
ing more than three-quarters of their 
food. 

Wrens are of great value, as their 
food conslatB almost entirely of harm¬ 
ful Insects. Rose-breasted grosbeaks 
and quail help the farmer by eating 
Immense quantities of potato beetles, 
a pest too well known to need any 
description, and which, curlosly enough, 
has. so far as we know’, very few nat¬ 
ural enemies. 

Kingbirds, like the rest of the fly¬ 
catchers, live chiefly on insects, most 
of which are injurious to the agricul¬ 
turists. Many people condemn king¬ 
birds because they kill bees; for some 
unknown reason they Invariably select 
tihe drone s, so tha. litt le harm Is done.

Dr. Gorgfts Talks of the Difficulties 
That Were Overcome. 


[Medical Record.] 

W. C. Gorgas says that when the 
United State* took possession of the 
canal zone, three years ago. there were 
all the conditions necessary to the 
breeding of stogomyla and anophelo* 
mosquitoes, and malaria, dysentery 
and smallpox were prevailing among 
the people, while yellow fever was 
present at. Panama and Colon. The 
sanitary measures that have been car¬ 
ried out have caused the disappear¬ 
ance of yellow fever, and malaria has 
been held In check with ft very large 
force employed on the works. For fif¬ 
teen miles tho canal belt Is low and 
swampy, and in the other portions 
rain water barrels and cisterns are 
plentiful, so that every condition for 
the breeding of mosquitoes Is at the 
best In a climate that is never cold. 

The presence of yellow fever, aside 
from the presence of the stegomyla. Is 
due to the coming of nonlmmune 
white* In largo numbers, who tak* and 
propagate yellow fever The health 
authorities have furnished pure water, 
sewage systems and methods for proper 
disposal for night soil, and sufficient 
hospitals for the care of the sick. They 
keep up an Inspection of nonlnimun^s, 
Isolate yellow fever cases in screened 
houses, nnd kill infected mosquitoes by 
fumigation. By ditching, draining and 
oiling stagnant waters they have less¬ 
ened the anopheles and the consequent 
malarial troubles. An efficient quar¬ 
antine against infected localities Is 
maintained at the ports of entry to 
keep out yellow fever, and for fifteen 
months there has not been a case of 
it in the canal belt. This l« not a co¬ 
incidence. but a result of the sanitary* 
measures taken. Dysentery has been 
controlled by a good waiter supply.

nounced. as the convention would not 
wait for it. knowing that Lhe thing was 
all over. Finn then took the stage and 
spoke for a few minutes, moving that 
the nomination of Ferguson be made 
unanimous. His motion was carried 
wRh a whoop, and the crowd began to 
call for Ferguson. 

The winner of the hard race came 
forward and thanked the convention for 
the honor of the nomination, pledging 
them that he would do his best to make 
a good Railroad Commissioner. He said 
he had not had any experience before 
w*Ith conventions, preferring to take the 
question straight to the people, but he 
would say that he wanted no more 
such contest* as this one had been. He 
eald ho had become acquainted with 
the young men w p ho had opposed him, 
and hod learned to like and admire 
them, but he hoped he would never 
again have them as opponents in any 
political race, as they had made things 
too interesting for him. 

Mr. Finn was hissed by the Ferguson 
men when making his speech moving 
the nomination of Ferguson by accla¬ 
mation. Mr. Finn said in the beginning 
that he came to the convention “with¬ 
out one dollar of tainted money in hla 
hands." The Ferguson delegates say 
It was an insult to them and to Fer¬ 
guson to talk of tainted money, and 
they resented the reference made by 
Finn, which was construed as a reflec¬ 
tion on Ferguson, arising out of chargee 
made during the canvass. 

Hal Corbett, of Paducah, spoke for a 
few minutes, punting the crowd in a 
good humor with witticisms, and the 
convention adjourned with no sore spots 
and everything In good condition.

Came As a Surprise. 


The nomination of Fefguson was a 
surprise, coming at the time it did, and 
only those who were on the inside 
knew that the combination had finally 
been effected. After trying In vain all 
day to get Landrum and Southall into 
a combination with him, by which 
these votes would go to him, Ferguson 
hud given up late this afternoon and 
practically conceded his defeat. It 
then looked like a certain Finn victory, 
with Southall as an outside chance. 

The men w'ho were leading Ferguson’s 
fight went to Laudratn and Southall 
and began to. pull for a combination. 
At 6 o’clock, the hour at which tlid con. 
vent ion was to reconvene, the com¬ 
bination had not been made and the 
convention was not called to order. 
The leaders delayed the call to order, 
hoping that they could win Landram, 
who was holding back. It was only a 
few* minutes before 8 that they suc¬ 
ceeded in getting things together. Then 
it was all over but the shotting, al¬ 
though Gerald Finn put up a pretty 
fight for his brother, even tvhllo the 
last roll was being called.

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TEXT OF COURT OF APPEALS DECISION 

IN LOUISVILLE ELECTION CONTEST CASES 


Frankfort, Ky., May 22.—fSpecial.J— 
The text of the decision of the Court 
of Appeals to-day. reversing the Louls- 
ville election contest cases, Is In full 
cs follows: 

• • • 

OPINION OF THE COURT 

BY JUDGE LASSING. 


These cases Involve the validity of 
county and city elections held In Louis¬ 
ville and Jefferson county on the 7th day 
of November. 1W&. The entire Democratic 
ticket was returned as elected, by the final 
count, by majorities ranging from three 
thousand three hundred and seventy-three 
to five thousand two hundred nnd eighty 
votes. In this eleotton the Democrats 
wore opposed by what was known as the 
Fusion ticket. The Fusion candidates 
were selected at a Republican convention. 
In which the "City Club- took a promi¬ 
nent part; some of the candidates so se¬ 
lected had theretofore affiliated with the 
Democrats and some were old-line Repub¬ 
licans. They all ran under the Repub¬ 
lican device. 

Following the Issuance of the certificates 
of election to the apparently successful 
candidates, notices of contest were 
promptly served upon them by their un- 
guccesefud opponents. Each of the de¬ 
feated candidates filed a stilt contesting 
his opponent's right to the office. In these 
suits tho grounds for contest relied upon 
are set out at length, and the petition, 
wljen read In connection with the exhibits 
filed therewith, shows in the contestants a 
right to tho offices claimed by them. The 
prayer Is In tho alternative; that Is, that 
the contestants be declared duty elected, or. 
In tho event thi* cannot bo done, that the 
election bo declared null and void because 
the irregularities and frauds practiced 
were so great that It is Impossible to de¬ 
termine who was elected.

REVIEW OF CONDITIONS 

PRECEDING ELECTION. 


It may not be Inappropriate at the out¬ 
set to suy that following the November 
election, 1903, there were charges freely 
made that wholesale frauds had been 
committed In many precincts In the city: 
that fn some places the ballots were 
stolen and no election held at all, whi.o 
In others tho polling places had been se¬ 
cretly and illegally removed, and the 
voters In these precincts deprived of the 
tight to vote, while In still others such 
acts of violence bad been committed that 
the voters were driven from the polls “ n d 

f wvented from taking part in tho e.ec- 
lon: that following this election many 
criminal prosecutions were set on foot, 
but none of them resulted In the punish¬ 
ment of those charged with violating the 
taw. For the alleged purpose of correct¬ 
ing those evils, there was formed what 
was know'n ns the “City Club," a non¬ 
partisan organisation, though Us mem¬ 
bership was largely Republican. This or¬ 
ganization, early In the fall of IP0f». noti¬ 
fied the people, through the newspapers 
of Louisville, as to how the ballot had 
been debauched In 1903, and called upon 
all good citizens, regardless of politics, 
to Join In a movement to secure a fair 
election. The campaign of 1906 was re¬ 
markable for the bitterness and intensity 
of feeling which w r as aroused by the 
charges and counter-charges of fraud and 
corrupt practice*.

CHARGES GROWING OUT 

OF CITY REGISTRATION. 


Tho first reafl trouble developed upon 
registration d&y. The Fustpn candidates 
charged that a great number of repeat¬ 
ers had been brought Into the city for the 
purpose of being registered and later 
voted, and to prevent these from regis¬ 
tering the Fusion party was very active. 
Their activity brought on many clashes 
between their challengers and the Demo¬ 
cratic workers, and in some instances the 
members of tho police force took a hand 
In the controversy in aid ot the Demo¬ 
crats. In spite of all effort, there were, 
as shown by the record, a great many Il¬ 
legal registrations. Voters were regis¬ 
tered In many Instances^over the protest 
of the challengers. The climax to tbe ex¬ 
citement connected with registration day 
was reached when a Republican worker, a 
young man of high character and stand¬ 
ing in the city, was beaten up by a po¬ 
liceman, and other Republican workers, 
who had cameras for the purpose of tak¬ 
ing snapshot pictures of men who wore 
believed to be repeaters Imported Into the 
city for the purpose of being registered 
and voted, were driven by tne police 
from the streets. Those trouble** on reg¬ 
istration day Intensified the state of feel¬ 
ing. The Fusion leaders complained to, 
and colled upon, the city authorities to 
discipline the policeman for the unwar¬ 
ranted assault which he made upon an 
unoffending citizen, and to discipline 
others for permitting Irresponsible char¬ 
acters to assault reputable citizens and 
escape. The policeman who bod boon 
guilty of this assault w-as acquitted In the 
City Court, while the man whom he had 
beaten up was fined.

POLICE AROUSED BY 

FUSTONISTS* SPEECHES. 


County Clerk. flemonln. was Informed by 
the Fuslonlsts that the ballots in four pre¬ 
cincts had been lost or stolen. He took 
steps to have thorn reprinted. He did thus 
supply one of the precincts, and the elec¬ 
tion in this precinct was regularly held, 
and of this there was no complaint. He 
was proceeding to have the other three 
precincts supplied In like manner when 
he was Informed by counsel for the Mi- 
slonlsts that he lmd no right to thus sup¬ 
ply the ballots. The matter was then re¬ 
ferred to Semonin's attorney, who had a 
conference with tho attorney for the r u- 
slonlsts. the result of which was that 
they concurred In the advice which the 
latter had given flemonln, wml he, there¬ 
fore, did not supply the ballots for the 
other precincts.

PROPER TO REPLACE 

BALLOTS WHEN MISSING. 

In this he was not to blame, as ho acted 
upon the advice of counsel; but to pre¬ 
vent similar confusion In the future we 
deem It proper to add that the people of 
a district are not to be dlsfranclidsed be¬ 
cause the ballots are lost or stolen, If they 
may still be supplied by the County Clerk 
in time to hold the election. 

In Precinct JW of the Third ward, known 
as the “Bergman-street” p red act, the 
eloctlon proceded regularly until about 
the time for the polls to close, when the 
voting place was raided by a band of 
armed nwn, the box containing the bal¬ 
lots carried off to the saloon of a promi¬ 
nent Democratic worker, and the bullets 
wore never seen thereafter. At the time 
of this raid the stub-book, which was all 
that wus leit, showed that 187 votes had 
been cast.

In the remaining, 
or ndtrth place, this notice was never 
posted.

REVIEW EVIDENCE AS TO 

REMOVED VOTING PLACES. 

In fhoao removed precincts the stub- 
books dhtrio** the startling fact that the 
registered voters voted alphabetically, be¬ 
ginning with those whose names com¬ 
menced with the letter “A." and voting 
in regular order down to ”Z,” or vice 
versa; all o>f the ”AV being voted be¬ 
fore any "BV were permitted to vote, nH 
of the “B*»“ before any ’’CTa,** etc.; and 
this mtw Character of voting Is shown 
by the enib-book to have been Indulg' d 
In in that precinct in which there was 
an effort made, apparently, to comply 
with tbe requirements of the law <ls to 
moving 1L 

The polls In each of these nine removed 
pryolnets were conducted by Democrats 
and such assistant* an they selected; tho 
regular Republican officers inf election 
were denied the rigid to participate. The 
record show's clearly that in each of those 
precincts, bo illegally removed, the bal¬ 
lots 'Were in the t*>s*©®*lon of the Demo, 
entile clerks and the ballot boxes were 
in the posfr-eseflon of the Republican sher¬ 
iffs. 

On the morning of election day each 
Republican sheriff of election reported for 
duty at the proper place In his precinct 
with the ballot box therefor, jtnd re-

There Is ample ground to justify tho 
conclusion that someone, after the ballots

OFFICERS LEAVE POLLS. 


The Republican nnd Fusion speakers de¬ 
nounced in unmeasured terms the con¬ 
duct of the police on registration day, 
and condemned tho action of tho court In 
punishing the citizen who had dared to 
assort hi® rights, and In freeing the po¬ 
liceman who had clearly done wrong. 
Those fftump speoriie* aroused In the po¬ 
lice a feeling of resentmewt against the 
Fusion party, and to tbe stare of feeling 
thus brought about, counsel for appellees 
•ay may be attributed the unauthorized 
acts of violence committed by some of 
tho members of the police force on elec¬ 
tion day.

He refused to strike the names of 070 
other parsons from the list because they 
find not been served with proper notice. 
Proof taken since die election allows that 
In addition to those »trlek*-n from the list 
793 <rth«*r persons not entitled to vote 
■were permitted 40 do so. bringing the 
total of illegal registrations, which nr© 
rbh?wn to haw* been made prior to this 
election, up to 1.829.

In each of these precincts, thus Illegal¬ 
ly and wrongfully removed and Improp¬ 
erly officered, the evidence of fraud (s 
overwhelming. The returns In nil of them 
were grossly falBO, And can serve no pur¬ 
pose In this case other than to show the 
bold and bungling manner adopted by 
these officers of election to defeat the 
will of the people In their respective pre¬ 
cincts. In these nine precincts the Demo¬ 
cratic candidates are given a majority of 
1,789 votes out of a registered vote of 
2,770. 

In the Twenty-seventh precinct of the 
Tenth ward the election proceeded regu¬ 
larly until the polls closed. During the 
count a dispute arise, and the Demo¬ 
cratic Inspector seized the ballots and 
threw them Into tho lire, ami they were 
burned up. The extent of the dlaturb- 
ance at this time Is best Illustrated by 
tho fact that all of tbe election officers 
fled precipitately from the room. 

In our view It is unnecessary to go Into 
the question of the cause of this conduct 
further than to say that It was the re¬ 
sult of the threatened violence and In¬ 
timidation practiced by the Inspector. The 
facts are undisputed, that from this pre¬ 
cinct there are neither certificates of re¬ 
turns. tally sheet nor ballots—absolutely 
nothing but the empty box. Parol testi¬ 
mony was taken to the effect that at the 
time tho ballots were burned there were 
twelve uncounted ballots and that the re¬ 
maining ballots showed 80 for the Repub- 
llcan candidate for Mayor and 60 for his 
Democratic opponent. There la no evi¬ 
dence as to how the ballots were cast for 
the other candidates. Then? were 233 reg¬ 
istered votes In this precinct.

RAID BY OUTSIDERS 

AFTER CLOSE OF POLLS. 


Tn the Twenty-fifth precinct of the 
Twelfth ward the conduct of the election 
was without incident until during the 
course of the count, when a Republican 
election officer charged that a Democratic 
Inspector, who was calling off the ballots, 
was not doing so correctly, and demanded 
a recount. A difficulty arose, and a po¬ 
liceman, who was In the room at the 
time, left, nnd shortly returned with an¬ 
other policeman. They were followed by 
about twenty men. These men in a 
threatening manner crowdesl around the 
table whore the count was In progress, 
and the Republican election officers and 
lnspecior left the poll, and did not return. 
They testify that they left because they 
were afraid they would be beaten up. 

Tlie certificate of returns Is admitted 
to be a forgery, and cannot be relied 
upon. The advantage of tho forgery to 
the persons In whose Interest It wag com¬ 
mitted may be Illustrated by the return, 
which shows two hundred and thirty- 
throe rotes for the Democratic candidate 
for Mayor and ten votes for his Repub¬ 
lican opponent, while tho ballots them¬ 
selves. when counted, showed one hun¬ 
dred and thirty-six to ninety-two for there 
same candidates,

AS TO HAPPENINGS IN 

THIRD WARD PRECINCTS. 

In the Twenty-seventh nnd Twenty- 
eighth precincts of the Third ward the 
polling pUvoee were across the street from 
each other, and as the facts conneciod 
with these precinct* are very oirrUkir they 
will b© considered together. At the cor¬ 
ner of the streets adjoining the places 
wlven© the election In -these precincts was 
conducted are two skloons run by local 
Democratic workers, and tlu-so saloon¬ 
keepers. tholr relatives and friends, prac 
Ucally took charge of the polls In ineir 
resp**itlve prednoj*. In one precinct tne 
Republican sheriff of election was ar¬ 
rested on a warrant for misdemeanor* 
s>wi*m out the day before, and Ids plaae 
filled by the other Democratic officers 
over tih© objection and protest of the 
Republican judge. The Republican chal¬ 
lenges was denied The right to enter the 
pilling place until about 10:30 a. m. 
Demoomtlo Judg** wa* armed. 

The proof as to those precincts abund¬ 
antly supports the charge that flection 
repeaters were openly taken from one of 
these polling places to the other, and 
voted first In one and then in the other. 
In this way forty-seven Illegal votes are 
shown to haw cast. Many of the 

ballots are mutilated, and the returns 
from one of those precincts are grossly 
falsa. Proof is abundant that tho saloon¬ 
keepers' friends were armed, nnd wore 
about the polling places throughout tne 
day. pursuing a course of intimidation 
toward tho workers and sympathizers or 
Che Republican party, cursing and abusing 
them In a most « bock J Jig manner, and by 
tihis m‘-aru» nnd by a display of arms 
voted whom tihey pleased and a* orten 
ns they pleased.

Upon tho conduct of tho election 
throughout tho city an Immense amount 
of testimony has boon taken, but the 
storm center of this contest Is confined to 
twonty-four precincts, in sixteen of which 
there is practically no dispute at all as to 
the facta, and not much contrariety as 
to the facta concerning the othor eight 
In Precinct 12 of tho Ninth ward. 26 of 
the Tenth ward and 46 ,of the Eleventh 
ward no election whatever was held. The 
ballots wore delivered to the Democratic 
clerk for each precinct, and he failed to 
produce them on the morning of elec¬ 
tion day. In consequence of such failure 
on his part no election was held.

In the Twentieth precinct of the Twelfth 
ward the election was conducted without 
incident until the polls closed and all of 
the straight ballots,had bean counted. A 
dispute then arose as to how a certain 
scratched ballot should bo counted, and 
It was agreed to call tn a lawyer for each 
side, and let them determine tho matter. 
At this moment a crowd of men, headed 
by a policeman, rushed Into the room and

Shortly thereafter the Democratic 
Juugv of this precinct arrived, Accom¬ 
panied by threo strangers uud a fir ©in on. 
They promptly Insisted that tho Repub¬ 
lican clerk swear In ono of their num¬ 
ber, a total strungvr. Ho refma-d to do 
so, but selected another Republican. Ihu. 
band of men refused to ptnuit the Re¬ 
publican. so selected, to enter tho pu|ts* 
out, because ho desired to do so, they 
caused h.m to be arrested and taken to 
Jail. The Republican challenger jvus next 
set upon and severely beaten over the 
head, and a prominent business man. 
who protested, was promptly arrested and 
taken to Jail. The Republican clc:U of¬ 
fered to select another man as Judge, turn 
he was thereupn assaulted and terribly 
t.eaten, his Jaw being broken, and the 
newly-selected Republican Judgo was as¬ 
saulted, thrown into th© street, beaten into 
Insensibility, and while in th.s cond lion 
carried to Jail. The Republican challen¬ 
ger, a prominent lumber merchant, and 
another leading citizen and an old negro, 
who happened to bo passing, were next 
arrested and thrown Into Jail without 
even a pretense of cause therefor. 

The Hum total of these early morning 
difficulties wus that all of the Republican 
officers of ©lection were beaten and 
thrown Into jail, and all Republican sym¬ 
pathizers who offered the slightest pro¬ 
test or called upon th* police for protec¬ 
tion were likewise arrested and thrown 
into Jail, and some of them terribly 
beaten. So great was the ©xettement and 
th© reign of terror caused by this con¬ 
duct of th© polic© and their Democratic 
ussoclaites. that the Republicans were un¬ 
able to find anyone to act as clerk, ana 
tho Democrats eucceedd In having the 
man, whom they first wanted named as 
clerk, to act, and this left them In un¬ 
disputed control of the polls.

MISSING FROM PLACE. 

In tho Thirtieth preclnot of tho Tenth 
ward ono of the Republican officers fall* d 
to report for duty, and th© other Re¬ 
publican mod© an effort to fill hts pla^e. 
Th© Democrats refused to permit him to 
do so undews h© would name a m* n of 
their selection—a man unknown to him 
and wlui he belUrwd to be a Democrat 
He declined to agree to this unreason¬ 
able demand and tho Democrats refused 
to permit the polls to b© opened. Be¬ 
tween 11 and 13 o’clock th© Election 0>m- 
mi**I oners of Jefferson county were 
finally sont for, and when they arrived 
•they required the Democrats to permit 
the Republican to name th© man wliorri Ji© 
•had a-t first suggested to take the pkio© 
of the Republican who was absent. »nl 
the voting Wits commenced between 11:30 
and 12 o'clock. \Liny people had com© 
to vote and finding the polls wore not 
open had doubtless gone away. After the 
polls wore opened 'tne poop!© voted cjn- 
gUjutly until they were closed, at which 
time there wa* a long line standing do- 
mandlng tho right to role. TIUs lln© is 
estimated to have contained front thirty- 
five to seventy-five persons, and the rec¬ 
ord shows that 167 of those registered In 
this precinct failed to vote. The polls 
were open but four hours Instead of ton, 
as tho law directs. This preclnot is nor¬ 
mally Republican. 

OLD MEN PERMITTED TO 

VOTE BEFORE OTHERS. 

In the Twentieth prod not of the Tenth 
ward sevMZty-ftve old men wer© permit¬ 
ted to vote openly and without being re¬ 
quired to take the oath, as required by 
section 1475 of tho Kentucky Statutes. 
The*© men were assisted into the voting 
booths by others’ who hud no right In 
th© room, and while they were being 
voted nil other voters were required to 
wuift, preference being given to these old 
men. They carom©nod to vote a»t 0:16 a. 
m. and consumed more than three hours 
In iwtlng; meanwhile all other citizen* 
were • required to wait. A policeman who 
wtisfj dalled upon by a citizen to know why 
all others wer© denied tho right to vote 
cursed and abused the citizen and give 
him to understand that he was running 
tli© election and wanted no outside inter¬ 
ference. 

The*© are. In brief, the facts relating 
to tli© conduct of tho election in the 
twenty-four precinct* In quiet Ion. Muon 
testimony was taken as to the conditions 
which existed In other prpclncts In other 
mrts of th© city, but we have not doomed 
It necessary for tho purpose of this case 
to go into the*© questions. 


tho conduct of this election, th© chancel¬ 
lors found that, while great frauds and 
outrages hail been perpetrated, appellees 
were not parties to these frauds; that a 

? ;reut number o* voters hail been disf¬ 
ranchised because of tho fraudulent and 
wrongful acts, but that the per cent, 
of those disfranchised, as compared with 
the total vote, was not sufficient to war¬ 
rant tho court In vacating the election. 
The milts were dismissed, and plaintiffs 
(contestants) have appealed. There were 
some forty-four of these suits tried to¬ 
gether In th© tower court, and the chan¬ 
cellors oi the arst and second divisions 
sat and heard tnetn together. 

PRINCIPLES GOVERNING 
r CONDUCT OF ELECTIONS. 


Wliole Tendency of Recent Legisla¬ 
tion To Safeguard Will 
of People. 


In recent years th* whole tendency of 
legislation lias been to so safeguard elec¬ 
tions as to remove any obstacle that 
•lands In the way of, or tendp to prevent 
a.full, fair and free expression of the 
will of the peoplo at the t>©ll». This legis¬ 
lation has been a most fruitful field for 
litigation. Our courts have been called 
upon to pass upon and Interpret every 
clause of our election law. and to deal 
with almost every conceivable violation 
thereof; and, while no hard and fast rule 
has been ndopted that can lie made ap¬ 
plicable to every case that may arise, yet 
th© following principles governing the 
conduct of elections and construing tho 
election law may l»e considered as settled: 

First—A defeated candidate may bring 
a suit to set asld© the election upon 
grounds specified In the statute, even

quently. they may be rolled on to show 
th© general uncertainty of an ©lection 
without proving for whom they were oust.

As to illegal votes cast openly, tho 
plaintiff may. and must prove by the elec¬ 
tion officers for whom they were ca«t, and 
th© only use that can b© made of such 
Illegal vote** Is to deduct them from the 
vote of the party for whom they were 
cast, when thnt fact Is shown. Browning 
vs. I ovolt, supra.

ORAL TESTIMONY CAN’T 

FURNISH THE RESULT. 


Tenth—The result of an election cannot 
bo established by parol proof. It must 
bo shown by the certificate of the elec¬ 
tion officers, or by the ballots themselves, 
whore they have been preserved, safe¬ 
guarded a* the law directs. The contents 
of ballots cannot be proved by parol.

CUSTODY OF BALLOTS , 

PREVENTS NEW COUNT. 

It may be admitted that the ballots in 
this c:ise were not enbstltuted or tamper¬ 
ed with In any way. and that nothing 
wore© than a forged or fuloe certificate 
was made up: but they were, by the 
wrongful and Illegal acts of the policeman 
<fnd those associated wllli him, left In 
the ha min of men whdise conduct caua?d 
the Republican officers of election to leave 
the polling pace and thereby leave the 
ballots In churae of men, ©ome of whom 
were guilty or forging the certificate 
which was returned from this nrectnet. It 
Is no stretch of the imagtnnt.an to con¬ 
clude thut the same Persons w'ho would 
be guilty of such a forgery would like¬ 
wise be guilty of tampering w'lth the bal¬ 
lots themselves, the opportunity being 
given to do so. Clearly, Jn this case the 
conduct of the poileemnn and hl» n»o- 
cUUfea was such as makes the conclusion 
unavoidable, on our part, that their pur

cerUficate. nnd as the ballots were taken 
from the officers of election by the men 
who committed the forgery, they do not 
come from such hands safeguarded as 
the law directs, and thev cannot and 
should not be considered in determining 
tho result of the election. 

We. therefore, conclude that these two 
hundred and forty-three votes were, by 
the wrongful, fraudulent and illegal act© 
above enumerated, disfranchised. To the 
three thousand five hundred and forty- 
four votes disfranchised because of th© 
fact that they were not permitted to vote, 
w© must, therefore, add the eight hundrec 
and ninety-five in the four precincts lost 
enumerated, w-ho, though j>ermttted to 
vote, wer© denied the right to haw the*r 
votes counted and certified as the law 
directs.

BE USED FOR EVIDENCE 


MANY OTHER CHARGES 

AND COUNTER-CHARGES. 


Thlrd—T>isfranchIsoroeut is not the only 
element that prevent* an election from 
betng “fre© and equal;** for Illegal votes, 
Intimidation and violence may contribute 
to render nn dcotlon void under tho Oon- 
stitiution. Commonwealth vs. McClelland. 
83 Ky.. 636. It Is Impossible to state with 
precision to what extern! disfranchisement. 
Illegal voting, etc., must exist In order 
to deprive tho ©lection of th© general 
chiLmoteristic* of being ‘Tree and equal.” 
Th© language o-f the Constitution Is de¬ 
signedly broad, made so for the purpvs© 
of covering and muding every condition 
that may arise and ©very condition ihat 
may b* invented to prevent the substan¬ 
tially fair and free expression of the will 
Of Uu* people. A combination of two or 
more of these elements may render an 
rteotJcm veld, although any one of them, 
tnken alone, might not be, In a particu¬ 
lar cas©, of Itself sufficient to have that 
effect. 

Fourth—Fndor section ir>%a, subsection 
1& Kentucky Statutes, this court will s.?t 
nkide any eb*©!tlon where fraud. Intimi¬ 
dation, bribery or violence affects th© re¬ 
sult to such an extent that It ennnat be 
determined who was ©looted. Motley vs.

FRAUD NEED NOT BE 

THAT OF C0NTE3TEE. 


Twelfth—Th© ballots cannot be resorted 
to, either for tho purpoa^ of contradict¬ 
ing th© certificate or ot supplying the 
place of the certificate, where th^re ls 
nun©. If It appears “that th© ballots have 
been changed, or so exposed a*; to afford 
opportunity to tie tampered with, or left 
in the custody of an officer or other per¬ 
son, so personally Interested in the re¬ 
sult of the election as to be subject to 
th© temptation or Inducement to tamper 
with them,’’ for In such event "they lose 
th©Jr presumptive integrity and are no 
longer to bo accepted In a contest or 
Judicial Inquiry as to th© result of tne 
election.** Hamilton, Jr., vs. \oung; Ld- 
wnrds vs. Logan; Browning vs. Lovett; 
Neely vs. Rice; OaBoway v». Brad burn, 
and Childress vs. Pinson If, under these 
principles, neither certificate nor ballots 
can be relied upon, the precinct stands 
disfranchised; for the result of tn 
tlon cannot bo left to b© established by 
the parol testimony of election officers or 
other witnesses to th© count. 

RULES AS APPLIED TO 

THE LOUISVILLE CASE. 


Charge* and oountcr-oliargcs of fraud 
and corrupt practices an* freely mad©, 
and much testimony was taken In an 
effort to support tho (ame. Th© Repub¬ 
lican* wer© charged with liavlng attempt¬ 
ed to ©ecxiro, through the Prohibition 
party, an extra challenger and Inspector 
for each preclnot; th© alleged price of this 
bargain being $100, to be paid to 11 lead¬ 
ing PixihKbttionlst; that someone connect¬ 
ed with tbe Republican campaign man¬ 
agement had procured a largo number 
of hlokory cane* or walking ©ticks—some- 
thing Ilk© 300 In number—to be used in 
assaults on election day; that a Repub¬ 
lican worker, an ex-Democmt, offered to 
bribe Denxjcratic clerks to desiroy bal¬ 
lots or fakdfy returns, and that he prom¬ 
ised to pay *0 rnuoh to rack clerk who 
would enter Into the agreement. They 
wore also charged with renting house* 
conveniently near the polling places and 
establishing stibhendquarters therein. In 
which mett w*cre assembled for the pur¬ 
pose of taking part in fights, riot* and 
rows on election day. 

On the other hand, the Democrats were 
erf*urged with having oomqrtred to defeat 
th© wtill of the people In th© conduct of 
a fair and free eloctlon, by causing no 
e&octkKi to be held In tint*© precincts; by 
removing to some secret place th© polling 
places In nine precincts; by stealing and 
forging the returns in th© other precincts 
referred to, and by police Intimidation 
and violence In others. They further 
charged that the police were In a con¬ 
spiracy with th© 1 HMnooratH to rcglstor 
nnd vote tt large number of men not en¬ 
titled to vote; that many of thee© were 
registered at the Instance of tli* polio© 
In -the iKvmo© of police men and firemen. 
In houses of lll-fam©. In empty hou**s, 
and some In vacant lots, and that the 
Democrat* had furnished the ballot box’* 
In order t7»at th© precincts might be re¬ 
moved. although they laid agreed that 
tltoy would nt>t do so.

Applying those now well-established 
principles to th© facts In the case before 
up, we find that no difficulty Is presented 
In doterralnlug that t.'e entire registered 
\*ote of the thro© pree.r.ct* in which no 
election was held, and the entire register¬ 
ed vote in the nine precincts which were 
unlawfully removed and voted alphabeti¬ 
cally, was disfranchised. The registered 
vote In these twelve precincts wus three 
thousand, five hundred and forty-four. 
Had the election been conducted In these 
precincts at the appointed polling pla<*es 
l»y the proper officers and In a lawful man

AS TO MISCONDUCT 

AT AND ABOUT POLLS. 

In the precincts with which we ara 
dealing, tbe outrageous misconduct of the 
Democratic sympathizers and workers 
and the police beggurs description. Re¬ 
publican officers of election were, without 
excuse, dragged from the voting places 
and terribly beaten, others who attempt¬ 
ed to tnke their places w*ere submitted to 
simitar treatment, mull in some places 
no one could be found w^ho w*as willing 
to undertake to act as an officer of elec¬ 
tion, and the Democrats were thus en¬ 
abled to fill the pluces of those who 
had been Illegally and wrongfully driven 
from their post of duty. Nor Is ihh* all. 
Republican sympathisers who offered to 
raise a protesting voice at thiSe out¬ 
rages w.?re In some Instances clubbed 
Into Insensibility, and in others arrested 
and Incarcerated In Jail. These acts of 
violence, these exhibitions of cruel and 
Inhuman treatment, certainly had a ten¬ 
dency to, and doubtless did, drive many 
timid voters from the polls, and all such 
were thereby disfranchised. 

Still another element thnt tended most 
strongly to render the result of the elec¬ 
tion In these precincts uncertain was the 
presence and conduct of the police n 
and around these polling places on elec¬ 
tion day. Th© statute has deelgnateth tho 
persons who shall have charge of the con¬ 
duct of an election, and the members of 
the polio© force nr© not Included nrr.ong 
their number. We know of no law which 
demAnds, or oven Justifies, their parti* 
patlon In the conduct of an election, nor 
has the able counsel for the contestics 
referred us to any.

DISFRANCHISEMENT IN 

GOEBEL CONTEST CITBD. 


We come next to a consideration of 
the precinct in which the polls, w’ere not 
opened until about noon, and In which, 
at the time tho polls closed, there wore 
from thirty-five to seventy-five men 
standing in lln© demanding the right to 
vote. Th© voters In this precinct, be¬ 
cause of the wrongful and Illegal con¬ 
duct of the officers of election, xvere given 
but four houn» In WtltCfc to cast thrli 
ballots, when the law provide* they 
should have ten hours. Ir the voters In 
this precinct, who were thus denied the 
right to vote, had been prevented by 
forcible means from casting their ballots, 
it would unquestionably be held that they 
had been disfranchised. In the cate be¬ 
fore us they were, by peaceable means, 
denied the right to vote. 

Tho Constitution does not look to the 
means employed, but to the end accom¬ 
plished. It ls Immaterial how the vqtor 
Is disfranchises the Inquiry' being, alope. 
was he disfranchised? Had these officers 
of election opened the polling place at 
the appointed tlmo, 8 o'clock In the morn¬ 
ing. and permitted It to remain open until 
10 o’clock, then cloned the polls, certified 
the result up to that time, and refused 
to permit anyone to vote thereafter, 
certainly It would be held that all who 
had a right to vote in that precinct, and 
who did not vote at the time the polls 
wer© opened, were disfranchised. 

It Ih Immaterial whether th© polls b© 
closed six hours In the forenoon or six 
hours In the afternoon. If the closing has 
resulted In preventing citizens entitled to 
vote from doing so. On© hundred and 
sixty-seven men, citizens who were en¬ 
titled to vote In this precinct, failed to 
do so. and the proof conclusively shows 
that, at the time tho polls closed, at 
4 o’clock In the afternoon, from thirty- 
five to seventy-flv© of theso were stand¬ 
ing In line demanding an opportunity to 
vote. How many appeared and applied 
to vote In the forenoon, and left because 
they were denied the right to do so, th© 
record doe* not show, nor Is there any 
moans of ascertaining. 

W© are, tlverofore, of opinion that Oie in <w«t 


The conduct of on ©lection under the 
superviakm of either military or polios 
authority has never been sanctioned by 
our courts nor approved by our people. 
On the contrary, whenever th© occasion 
ha* presented lt\?lf. It has been uni¬ 
formly hefld that nn election oonductcd 
under the supervision Of the military 
power Is not a "free and equal” election; 
and the record In this cn.v shr/Wa that 
the conduct of nn election under polio© 
supervision is not repulsive. In a 

contest for the high offW of Governor, 
conducted before the Le girt at tire of this 
Stale, the entire vole of th© city of Lou¬ 
isville w«c» disfranchised because of tbe 
unauthorized presence of the State mili¬ 
tia on that dny', although they did net 
move through the street* until three hour* 
after tlhe polls hxul closed. , Tld« Is an 
extreme name, we admit, and It !s cited 
only for the purpose of showing the de¬ 
gree of public disfavor with which our 
people look upon the u*e of tlu* milt la 
In the conduct of an ©taction. Th© Leg¬ 
islature hekl that their very’ prrs* nc© In 
or nenr th© city on the d:ty of alectJou 
was calculated to aw© nnd intimidate the 
citizens and by thl* means prevent a fn© 
and fair expression of the Will of th© peo¬ 
ple at th© poRs. In our opinion tt t» mor • 
objectionable to have th© polling pJoC'S 
dominated and controlled by a pftrtlmn 
<H>L1o© than It would be to have t!w? rnlh- 
tla mobilized In a city In whch an ©bo- 
ton ls beng conducted. 

Under th© circumstances which th© 
proofs show to have existed in thvse six 
prnoJncti^tb© force and violence u*od by 
partitions under the projection of ih© *p - 
tlce; th© pernicious activity of the pdJc? 
themselves in nnd alxmt the periling 
places, coupled with the large number cf 
Illegal vote* shown to have been engt— 
w© or© led to th© Inevitable conclu lm 
that a “free and equal” eloctinn, within 
tho meaning and spirit of tbe f\ nut ra¬ 
tion. was not held, and the result of th© 
election, «« *h-*wn by the return* from 
theso six preclnot*. cannot b© eonsldkCed 
ormining the result of the ©lection.

To ref aside an deatlon under thl* 
Statute two conditions should exist: First, 
the results must have been affected, and, 
second, th© affecting element must hovo 
been fraud.

Th© contest©©** participation in or 
knowledge of th© fraud or other wrong¬ 
doing doe* nr-t hnv© to be shown in ord<r 
to set aald*> th© election. It may be set 
aside even though th© contest re was en¬ 
tirely innocent of any knowledge thereof, 
as was expressly decided In the cose of 
Stewart v». Rore; necessarily assumed in 
Wilkins va. Duffy and Orr v». Kevll and 
supported by t!h© opinion In Motley vs. 
Wilw>n and Drowning vs Lovett, 29 Ky.

Intimidation, bribery or vio¬ 
lence existed to such nn extent that it 
cannot be determined who was elected. 


forty-four citizens would have bud an 
opportunity to vote, and as they were de¬ 
nied the opportunity, no other couyre Is 
open to us but to aiy that, because of tho 
wrongful and fraudulent acts In the three 
precincts above mentioned, in which no 
election vvns held, and by tho wrongful 
und fraudulent acts of tho Democratic 
officers of election In the nine removed 
precincts, the entire registered vote there¬ 
of was disfranchised. 

We come next to a conrideratlon of the 
Thirty-eighth precinct of the Third ward, 
known as the “Bergman-strret*' precinct.

More than 1,876 men are shown by tho 
record to have been registered who had 
no right to vote. The Fuslonlsts had 
a campaign fund of more than $20,000;

The prillce were charged with a guilty 
knowledge of the illegal registration of 
many men In th© city.

Seventh*—The test to be applied where 
illegal votes have been secretly cast, l* 
to see whether tho contestant would be 
elected If all of th© Illegal vote* ,tre de¬ 
ducted from the oon'testee** vote.

UPHELD BY THE COURT. 

In preclnot Twenty-eight of the Tenth 
ward It 1* shown that, sovcrrty-slx old nr\n 
wore voted Illegally; that Is, they were 
voted openly without first having been 
required to take the statutory oath. The 
foot that other voters wer© required to 
wnJt While these men voted furnishes no 
grounds of complaint If they were enti¬ 
tled to vote. All tli© voter* of a precinct 
cannot vote at the same time. And will!© 
th© laboring man and the buxta'xw man 
may. and perhaps would, feel that an 
old man who Is not engaged In butUncee 
and Who could not Libor should b© re¬ 
quired'to give way to ono whoso pursuit 
or occupation In life render* hi* time for 
voting nscwfirfiy limited, y« we are not 
prepared to my that thJ* line of renoon- 
Ing 1* correat or in harruo-ny with th© 
spirit of the time©. 

Old age should be respected, and w© 
ar© ra/tTier of the opinion that tho old 
men were entitled, not as a matter of 
law. but as a matter of courtesy, to bj 
permitted to vote first.

In the Twenty-seventh precinct of tho 
Tenth wnrd the ballots, certificate, iflub 
and everything connected with the elec¬ 
tion, save th© ballot box itself, were 
burned up before the count lmd bo©n 
ocunpleied, W© hav© nothing loft but the 
statements of th© election officers ns to 
the condition in which the ballots were 
at the time they were destroyed.

The Democratic majorities, as reported 
onfinalcount, ranged from three thousand 
three hundred und seventy-three votes, the 
lowest majority, to five thousand two hun¬ 
dred and eighty votes, the highest. There 
win Included In these majorities the one 
thonsttnd seven hundred and eighty-nin© 
fraudulent votes returned from the ntna 
removed precincts, five hundred and nine¬ 
ty-seven majority from tb© six precincts 
w'hlch we considered together, and a ma¬ 
jority of forty-three returned from the 
Twenty-fifth precinct of the Tenth ward;

In the Twenty-fifth precinct of the 
Twelfth ward, before the count was com¬ 
pleted, the record shows that th© poll* 
wore broken Into by a band of men. who. 
In the rrerenc© of policemen, acted In 
such n threatening manner as to frighten 
the Republican officers of eloctlon to such 
an extent that they loft th© polls, and 
were afraid to return. The certificate In 
this precinct Is clearly a forgery, found 
so by the chancellor*, and practically ad¬ 
mitted to be so by the conteslees.

For convenience the remaining six pre¬ 
clnot* may b© considered together. An 
analysis of th© condition of affairs In 
theso precincts disclose* th© fact that 
many persons voted who hnd no b-gal 
right to do so. They voted over the pro¬ 
test and objection of the representative** 
of the Republican party at the polls. The 
plan adopted to vote those repeaters Is. 
by the record, shown to have been two¬ 
fold. In some precincts the Republican 
officers of election were driven from the 
polls by actual violence, and In still oth¬ 
ers by threat* of violence, and while 
they were absent and the polls were li: 
charge of tbe Democrats and their sym- 
pftthtaers. men who have been shown by 
th© proof In thts cose a* not being en¬ 
titled to vote were permitted to do so— 
not one© only, but In some Instances sev¬ 
eral times. . 

In other precincts the formality of hav¬ 
ing th© repea-tdrs present was dlspenscn!

Tho Fuslonlsts ar© charged wdth levying 
©. tax upon Federal officeholders, the 
Democrat* with having tribute 

from county and city official* Each 
charge ls true, and neither Is to be com¬ 
mended for having done so- 

The great Illegal registration, n* shown 
by this record, and th** other lllegat acts 
oommltteed on election day, are. without 
doubt, the fruits of the Improper use to 
which this enormous campaign fund wus 
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put. All of these additional facts and cir¬ 
cumstances strengthen us In the con¬ 
clusion already reached, that this election 
was not "free and equal.** 

Having set forth in detail the facts with 
reference to the manner In which tne 
election was held, we will now examine 
into tne question of the charge that there 
was a conspiracy on the part of the man¬ 
agers of the Democratic campaign to 
carry the election by fraud, theft «nu 
violence.

It is obvious, that, to vote a precinct 
alphabetically, or. In other words, to hold 
k "fake election.** It was Indispensable to 
have the official ballots and the registra¬ 
tion book. Now. for the Democrats to do 
this successfully it was necessary to op¬ 
erate In those precincts where there were 
Democratic clerks; and In every one of 
Ihe large number of precincts where this 
peculiar brand of fraud was admittedly 
practiced, the clerks were Democrats. Of 
course, as the ballot boxes In these pre¬ 
cincts were in the possession of th»* Re¬ 
publican sheriffs, the fraud could not be 
Carried out without the adoption of some 
expedient which would render the posses¬ 
sion of the official boxes unnecessary.

Each of the two parties owned primary 
ballot boxes, which were in all respects 
Similar to the official boxes It had been 
charged by the Republicans, several days 
prior to the eleotibn, that the Democrats 
Intended to use their primary l>oxe 8 In 
lieu of the official boxes in certain pre¬ 
cincts. so a* to dispense with the presence 
of tho Republican sheriffs and Judges, and 
thus enable the Democratic officers at 
these precincts to hold a false election by 
•tamping the ballots as If cost regularly, 
and entering on the atubbook the names 
pf the voters copied from the registration 
book. _ 

The Democratic Campaign Committee 
denied these charges, and explained the 
fcolncidence of having a large number of 
their primary boxes nt a certain tin store 
for repairs, long after their primary was 
over and Just on the eve of the official 
election, by saying that they were fear¬ 
ful that some of the official ijoxes might 
be missing on the day of election (this 
sometime* happens by reason of ignorance 
or Inadvertence), and they were desirous 
that «ugh a casualty should be at once 
roprilreory supplying the missing box or 
boxen with their primary boxes 
But the Fualonfste were uneasy and 
feusptclouH. anti the final result was that 
a solemn agreement was made that 
neither #*td*> should, under any clrcum- 
itances, deliver a primary box to anyone 
i>ut to the elisor (who had. and deserved, 
tho confidence of both side*) in person, 
never upon what purported to be his 
rder. If this agreement had been kept 
the Democrat*, it would have been 
Impossible for the false elections in the 

R lne precincts, where two thousand seven 
undred and seventy voters were disfran¬ 
chised. to be held. Thl* record now shows 
without dlBpute that the Democratic Cam¬ 
paign Committee deliberately violated that 
agreement by secretly giving orders to 
their ward and precinct captains for prac¬ 
tically an unlimited number of their pri¬ 
mary boxes; and it Is now cog ceded that

the straight Democratic ticket, stuffed 
them in the box Improvised as above set 
forth, then wrote the names of the voters 
on the stub-book, copying the names 
alphabetically from the registration book, 
and forged a certificate which they re¬ 
turned to the County Clerk’s office at 
night, ns if all was genuine and regular. 

During all of election day the Repub¬ 
lican officers remained at the regular 
voting places, unable to hold nn election 
gnd Ignorant of the whereabouts of their 
Democratic co-officers.

and when the question, as to whother the 
witness should or not be compelled to 
answer, was certified to the chancellors, 
the witnessed were always protected by 
the ruling. Assuming the ruling to be 
correct, the conclusion which seems to 
have been druwn as to the Innocence of 
the officers *.s not Justified. 

The principle under discussion Is a rule 
of evidence to protect the wit liras from 
criminal prosecution or public exposure 
to shame because of his own testimony; 
It Is a rule of necessity, beyond which It 
should not be extended Its use should 
not be considered as affording the wit¬ 
ness a certificate of good character. Here 
were police officers being interrogated as 
to the existence of crimes they wore paid 
to prevent. If possible; If not. to exjposc 
and punish afterward; and yet they one 
and all refused to answer "under advice 
of counsel." Suppose a secret murder 
had been committed, and the police on 
that beat, when naked about It. should 
say. "I decline to answer for fear of in¬ 
criminating myself." This, under the rule 
invoked, would protect the witness from 
answering, but how long would It Justify 
his retention on the roll of police? 

What would be thought of those who 
left the public safety In his hands longer 
than ft would require to discharge him? 
Suppose a bank had been robbed, and 
the bookkeeper, the teller and ca-hler. 
when Interrogated, should say, “I decline 
to answer under ndvloe of counsel.’* What 
would be thought of a Board of Direc¬ 
tors who would afterward leave the bank 
in the hands of such men? This is pre¬ 
cisely the situation here. 

Peace officers, whose duty It was to pre¬ 
vent and expose crime, when called on to 
do so. sheltered under the rule against 
seDf-lncrlmliritlon; nnd yet these men still 
wear the official uniform, still draw sal¬ 
aries from the public purse, and this is 
made possllble only by the consent of 
those who are the apparent beneficiaries 
of their silence.

DECLARE CHARGE OF 

CONSPIRACY SUSTAINED. 


In order to fully understand what Is 
frieant by alphabetical voting, it must be 
Recalled that the registration of the vot¬ 
ers is kept In alphabetical order; that is, 
ell the voters whose names commence 
with "A" are on the first page; all those 
commencing with "B" are on the second 
page, and so on down the alphabet. When 
Ihe fraudulent elections were held, those 
In charge of them commenced at "A " 
»nd voted the names in the order In 
whloh they were registered; overlooking 
the fact that the voters would not come 
to the polls In the order In which their 
names were registered, and thnt a man 
whose name commenced with "Z" would 
Just as likely apply for the first ballot 
on the morning of election as a man 
Whose name commenced with "A." They 
seemed to be oblivious of the fact that 
on the doctrine of chance the voters 
mxrnld be no more likely to come to the 
polls In the order of registration than 
las was aptly said in argument at bar) If 
one should throw T the Greek letters into 
the air they would by chance fall so as 
to epeM out the Illiad.

A long train 
of abuses and usurpations, pursuing Inva¬ 
riably *he same ^object, evinces a design 
to deprive the people of Louisville of their 
right to elect their own officers, and It Is 
now our duty to overthrow this des.gn 
and to declare the safeguards necessary 
for the future security of the* rights of 
the people.

SUFFRAGE OF PEOPLE 

MUST BE UNTRAMMELED. 

We cannot feel that our duty In this 
case is fully performed without Insisting 
that it Is absolutely necessary for the 
preservation of a democratic form of gov¬ 
ernment. that the right of suffrage should 
be free and untrammeled. No people can 
be said to govern themselves whose elec¬ 
tions are controlled by force, fraud or 
fear. And the people who do not govern 
themselves are slaves. No people are 
wholly beyond the pale of hope until they 
have last the right to govern themselves. 
A free people may be ignorant, but into 
that darkness the lamp of learning will 
send Its illuminating rays; they may be 
wicked and depraved, but the voice of 
virtue will pierce the wulls of error and 
uplift their hehrts; they may be unlust 
and tyrannical, but duty and patriotism 
will lead them back to the old paths of 
rectitude and peace. But those whose 
liberty Is In the hands of gre<*iy and ra¬ 
tal clous fraud, or cruel and overbearing 
force, are beyond the reach of learning's 
lamp, the admonition of virtue, or the 
voice of patriotism No people are wholly 
civilized where a distinction Is drawn be¬ 
tween stealing an office and stealing a 
purse; no truly honest man will be satis¬ 
fied with nn office to which his title Is 
not as valid as that to the homestead 
which shelters his family; and to him 
who knowingly holds an office obtained by 
fraud, force or chicane, will ever be ap¬ 
plied the language of the dramatist to an 
usurper of old. "Now docs ho feel his 
title hang loose about him. like a giant's 
rohe upon a dwarfish thief.*'

The Judge of the County Court, under 
Section IBM of the Kentucky Statutes, 
must appoint the County Court Clerk. 
County Attorney, Sheriff, Surveyor, Coun¬ 
ty Jailer, County Superintendent of 
Schools. County Treasurer, Constables, 
Assessor and Coroner.

MAYOR HAS NAMING 

OF CITY OFFICIALS. 


The Ma>x>r, under Section 2791 of the 
Kentucky Statutes, must appoint a City 
Treasurer. City Auditor, City Tax Re¬ 
ceiver and Bailiffs of the City Court. 

The Judge of the City Court, under Sec¬ 
tion 2932 of the Kentucky Statutes, must 
appoint a Clerk of the City Court. 

Each of the contestees who, by the Con¬ 
stitution. holds until the qualifications of 
his successor, will discharge the duties of 
his office until his successor is appointed 
and qualified. 

For the reasons given, the Judgment of 
the lower court In each of the foregoing 
cases Is reversed and remanded with In¬ 
structions to the trial court to enter a 
Judgment In each of these cases declaring 
the election of November 7, IDCtf, null and 
void, and each of the offices Involved In 
this contest vacant.

The cotton market opened steady at a 
decline of 1 to 4 points, and after selling 
off early, turned strong and rallied sharp¬ 
ly, closing 21 to 24 points higher than tho 
opening. 

Tho Chicago cattle market was steady, 
the hog market barely steady, ami the 
cheep mar ket strong to 10c h igher. 

The Irish Bill Defeated. 

As had been foreshadowed, the Irish 
Nationalists, in convention assembled, 
mode short work of the Blrrell Bill for 
establishing an administrative council 
to look after the affairs of Ireland. The 
objection to It may be stated in a word: 
It does not give home rule, and nothing 
lees will satisfy the Irish people. 

When Mr. Blrrell's measure was In* 
troduced into the House of Commons 
the universal expression among the Na¬ 
tionalists was that It was wholly In¬ 
adequate. Thefe was, however, among 
some a disposition to accept the bill as 
an Installment of what was due. There 
was a difference of opinion whether the 
cause of home rule would be promoted 
by the acceptance of the provision for 
an administrative council, and It was 
determined that the question should be 
submitted to a convention. That con¬ 
vention has pronounced against this 
partial measure so emphatically tbatrit 
Is stated that it will be withdrawn. 

Of the wisdom of this action there Is 
sure to be rnuoh difference of opinion. 
Nobody who understands Irish aspira¬ 
tions for complete control of their own 
affairs can possibly suppose that the 
Blrrell Bill would have given full satis¬ 
faction. But It would certainly have 
given tho people of the Emerald Isle a 
much larger share of control than they 
now possess. If it had been passed and 
found To work well. It would have giv¬ 
en a sort of demonstration of the abil¬ 
ity of Irishmen to govern themselves, 
and so have constituted a baslB for 
granting further powers, culminating 
in complete control. Such, at least, was 
the argument. 

On the other hand, the bill, being so 
inadequate, could hardly afford a fair 
test If it succeeded. It could be urged 
that enough had been done for Ireland 
already; that it was no longer “the 
most distressful country that ever yet 
was seen,** and was doing well under 
the new legislation. If, however, the 
bill proved a fpllure, It would be cited 
as showing the inability of Irishmen to 
govern thepselves, though it grants 
them no such power. It Is, therefore, 
by no means clear that the cause of 
real home rule would have been pro¬ 
moted by the passage of this bill. 

The Blrrell Bill was the best, no 
doubt, that the Liberal Cabinet could 
agree to give to Irelllnd without disrup¬ 
tion and the withdrawal of some of its 
members. It was also perhaps as good 
a bill as could run the gauntlet of tho 
House of Lords. But here came In a 
distracting doubt. Would the Ix>rds 
assent even to this Installment of jus¬ 
tice to Ireland? There was grave rea¬ 
son to doubt that they would. The op¬ 
position of Mr. Balfour, the Tory lead¬ 
er, might well have been* taken as a 
signal to tho taoaise of Lords to kill the 
bill. If so, what would it profit Ire¬ 
land to accept this inadequate meas¬ 
ure, and then to have it killed In tho 
hereditary chamber? There is no doubt 
that the very fact that the Nationalists 
indorsed the bill would greatly have di¬ 
minished Ha chances of passing tho 
House of Lords. The Tory majority in 
that house generally feels pretty safe 
in voting against whatever Ireland 
wants. Hcn6e. it cannot be said that 
the Irish Nationalists have refused to 
accept <Uie Blrrell BUI as anMnstall- 
it . since it is by no means clear 
5 mt it would have been pissed if they 
had Indorsed it. 

The effect of this action Is Important. 
It puts home rule out of the category 
of parliamentary Issues for the present. 
It Is hardly probable that the Liberals 
In this Parliament will try to frame an¬ 
other bill foT a similar purpose. But 
none the less It Indicates that real home 
rule will continue the policy upon 
which Irishmen are resolved. What 
they want Is definitely expressed In Mr. 
Redmond's resolution, which begins by 
expressing the conviction "that noth¬ 
ing can satisfy the National Associa¬ 
tion of Ireland or bring peace and con¬ 
tentment to our people but a measure 
safa government that will give the 
Irish people complete control of their 
domestic affairs." This formulates what 
la undoubtedly the demand of Ireland, 
end upon this the controversy will con. 
tlnue to turn. What Is wanted Is else¬ 
where stated in the resolution to be "a 
native Parliament with a responsible 
executive power over all purely Irish 
affairs." That makes an intelligible an.! 
definite issue. 


A Serious Situation. 

The long-expected has come to pas* 
In the ruling of the Court of Appeals 
handed down yesterday by Judge Las- 
sing. As foreshadowed by the Courier- 
Journal nearly a fortnight ago. It sup¬ 
ports the contention of the Fuslonlsts 
and Is adverse to the Democratic In¬ 
cumbents. These are directed by the 
Supremo Tribunal to step down arid 
out. 

There Is no gainsaying tho mandates 
of the law. Though there be those 
that will adopt the cynical permission 
given to disappointed litigants by tho 
rural Justice “to go down to the gro¬ 
cery and swear at the Court,** It will 
avail them nothing; the Court is a 
Democratic Court; the official fabric 
back of tihe Court Is a Democratic 
fabric; even the Governor of the State 
claims to be a Democrat. Being, there¬ 
fore, all in the family, ' Democrats 
should be well pleased, whilst the Fu- 
slonists are unlikely to find anything 
to complain of. As for the Republic¬ 
ans, they don*t count, and yet. seeing 
that the Chief Justice Is a Republican, 
they will probably be able to bear up 
against the dispensation of an oil-wise 
Providence. 

Still, It Is more than probable that 
crimination and recrimination among 
Democrats will follow, both In the city 
and throughout the State; because, al¬ 
though the ruling of the Court has 
reference only to Louisville, its corse- 
quences can not fail to be far-reaching, 
involving the possible fate of the Dem¬ 
ocratic State ticket. 

It certainly bars tho Republicans 
from any future accusation of partisan 
unfairness on the part of tho Demo¬ 
cratic Courts of law in Kentucky. Upon 
the threshold of a political Campaign, 
obedient to Its view of Us duty and 
in disregard of Its party character and 
supposed party obligations, this Su¬ 
preme Tribunal, not only Democratic 
in its origin but radically Democratic 
In Its antecedents, is able to find neith¬ 
er loop-hole, nor delay for Its Demo¬ 
cratic associates, but, fearlessly, lumi¬ 
nously and at the pivotal moment per¬ 
forms an act of heroic self-sacrifice 
and party renunciation little short of 
sublime. 

It is only regrettable that the Court 
did not guard its secrets better. Quito 
two weeks before the Courier-Journal 
anticipated the ruling made yesterday, 
it received from sources which seemed 
fairly authentic Intimation of what im¬ 
pended, However, these latter days of 
the Railway and the Telephone, to say 
nothing about the leakages of .the mod¬ 
ern Caucus and Electorate, the trick of 
keeping secrets seems to have become 
one of the lost arts. 

The situation precipitated by these 
events is so unusual, and Its consequent 
issues axe likely to become so per¬ 
plexed by newspaper contrariety and 
party feeling, that a precise statement 
of the position of the Courier-Journal 
may not be thought obtrusive. If such a, 
statement does not clear the atmos¬ 
phere, nor lessen misrepresentation, it 
will at least tend toward a better un¬ 
derstanding among those who are not 
quite given over to the sordid Interests 
and unreasoning passions o/ the hour. 

The occasion is In many ways mo¬ 
mentous. It arrives at a critical point 
In the life of tho Community. Upon 
the ultimate determination the good or 
ill fortune—the onward march or the 
arrest and estoppel—of Kentucky's me¬ 
tropolis may betide. Good people should 
keep their heads. They should discour¬ 
age extremists and extremism. The 
Courier-Journal will tr^ to set them an 
example of moderation. It Is no fur¬ 
ther concerned than every other tax¬ 
payer. It cares no more than Its neigh¬ 
bors what persons sit In the seats of 
the mighty at the City Hall, except 
that they be honest men and public- 
spirited citizens. 

During the Municipal Campaign of 
1905, the Courier-Journal was obliged to 
choose between a Democratic ticket, 
which, whether good, or bad, strong or 
w*eak, carried the Democratic label and 
represented the Democratic organiza¬ 
tion, and a Fusion Ticket, whtch, what¬ 
ever its claims or merits, represented 
certain elements and features most ob¬ 
jectionable to its own point of view. 
In the course of tho Canvass its at¬ 
titude w*as made very plain to all who 
cared to read it with minds free of 
prejudice. The sum of Its counsels lay 
In the adjuration that It Is sometimes 
better to endure the evils of straight 
partyism than fly Into the embraces of 
in unknown quantity. It resented the 
plea that Louisville is another Sodom. 
It declared M»\ though tho city might 
have been better governed. It had been 
fairly well governed. It much doubted a 
Combine between the Politicians and 
the Clergy, the Clergy to set up an Im¬ 
possible New* Jerusalem in a modem 
metropolis of three hundred thousand 
people, the PoMtioiams to bridge the 
Custom House and the City Hall, and 
thus to epedt a political machine look¬ 
ing rather to Washington and Frank¬ 
fort than to Louisville for both its In¬ 
spiration and its objective points. 

We disclaimed organshlp of the tick¬ 
et we supported other than might be 
found In a boMctf that It was more rep¬ 


resentative of the genoral local inter¬ 
est than Its competitor, and would give 
tho community efficient and upright 
service. 

We can sec now no reason to change 
our opinion. It six ms to us tha t, on 
•the whole, Mr. Barth has made a good 
| Mayor. Very early upon the advent of 
the Government which Is displaced by 
the Court of Appeals, the Courier-Jour¬ 
nal had occasion to interpose its objec¬ 
tions in the matter of the Lighting Or¬ 
dinances. During tho proceedings 
which ensued, It must have been made 
clear to everyone that, if its Editor 
had been an enemy and not a friend, 
he could scarcely have been treated 
with less consideration. But no 
monopoly ordinance was passed. Sub¬ 
sequently, during some party differ¬ 
ences. both Mr. Barth and Mr. Grain¬ 
ger threw the weight of their Influence 
with The Governor and against tho Ed¬ 
itor of the Courier-Journal. But, os 
this did 'the Editor no harm, and the 
Governor no good, it left no wound as 
far as the Editor is concerned, though 
it will be readily conceded that it re¬ 
mits him from any obligations, per¬ 
sonal or political, and stands as proof 
'that the Courier-Journal Is not an In¬ 
tegral part of any machine. State or lo¬ 
cal, but la an Independent newspaper, 
Democratic In nil things, organ -grinder 
In nothing. 

In the Issues, whatever they may be, 

precipitated by the ruling of the Court 

of Appeals, the paper will assuredly be 
found a free nigger and not a slave 
nlgg'er, proceeding according to events 
and ft a lights. It wears no max’s col¬ 
lar. or faction's collar. It will seek, 
first of all. the good of this great, 
growing and beautiful city. The first 
essential to that end is a fair election 
next November; the second is a repre¬ 
sentative and responsible Government 
In the City Hall. 

If the ruling of the Court—no matter 
w*hat the justice of it—no matter what 
its ulterior motives may have been— 
makes for honest elections In tho City 
of Louisville, it will be, even to those 
Democrats who are disgruntled by It, 
a blessing in disguise. 

There has not been an election free 
from dishonest appliances held here 
these thirty years and more. Every¬ 
body knows this. All parties, each 
contending party in every election, 
have done what they could to corrupt 
It. There has never been a time when 
tho good was all arrayed on one side 
and all the bad on the other side. Dis¬ 
interested voters, non-partisan voters 
have often had merely to choose be¬ 
tween the “outs,” promising the world, 
and tho “ins,” claiming the earth, 
neither to be trusted around the cor¬ 
ner of the day of election. Can these 
chronic conditions be mended? 

If they can It must bo through the 
agency of intrepid, sensible and upright 
men—acting from opposing sides and 
in the open—not from the blatancy of 
excited leaders and tho onrush of un¬ 
thinking turbulency In the mobs the>e 
leaders are able to muster, to whoop- 
up and to organize. 

We ask the confidence, and invite the 
co-operation, of good citizens to <W 
ends, promising to do all in our power 
to reach a definite and fair conclusion 
at the polls In November.

Fol¬ 
lowing the school troubles In San Fran¬ 
cisco. diplomatic circles in Tokio and 
Washington were eager for an oppor¬ 
tunity to make known to all nations 
that friendly relations between the 
United States and Japan not only had 
not been interrupted, but that each 
sought complete harmony and closer 
bonds of interest. What was to be 
done? Eureka—no, mthor Kuroki! 
Japan should send over some mighty 
hero whom tho American populace 
could gather around spontaneously and 
cheer and high official and social circles 
could entertain spectacularly. Either 
Kuroki or Togo would do. Came 
Kuroki. 

It is a great relief to get hold of this 
secreL It stops much speculation. 
Some of us suspected that tho General 
came across the briny Pacific to take a 
general view of the United States from 
the top of Pike’s Peak In preparation 
for a war to be fought under his lead* 
ership some time within the next two or 
three centuries. Others of us thought 
ho had come over to see whether the 
goddess of liberty was a blonde or 
brunette. Still others believed he want¬ 
ed to lick Theodor* Roosevelt for Inter¬ 
fering with the little game he was play¬ 
ing over lri Manchuria not long ago. 
And a few had the commonplace idea 
that he came to pander to American 
curiosity as to whether the celebrated 
warrior had Just two eyes. w*as an Eng¬ 
lishman in disguise and wore his hair 
red and shorn on the bias. Instead of 
any of these his purpose was to pro¬ 
mote friendship. How* novel! How rare 
it Is for one nation to send a dis¬ 
tinguished son to another nation for 
this purpose. The thing Is so startling¬ 
ly new as to be almost beyond the 
range of plausibility. The New York 
newspapers which fathomed tho deep 
mystery are keen of dtocernment To 


discover that Baron Kuroki is here to 
help along the friendly sentiments be¬ 
tween Lhe two countries is to uncover 
a sensation. 

But since* the secret is oirt let every¬ 
body give the General a helping hand. 
If It’s friendship he’s after—and k Is 
that, of course, the lynx-eyed, invincible 
and penetrating sleuths of the New 
York Journals having found that out—lie 
may have all he wants. We Americans 
keep It on tap for such sjplendld guests 
as he. 


Diplomatic Privileges. 

A peculiar complication has shown It¬ 
self in the vicinity of Washington. 
There are diplomats who take pleasure 
In disregarding the laws of Maryland 
In speeding their vehicles over the rood®. 
Now an Ambassador or forel/n Minis¬ 
ter Is not subject to tho laws of this 
country. They are occasionally arrest¬ 
ed, and much emban ashmen t is ex¬ 
pressed on that account. Apologies 
have to be made for the disregard of 
the law of nation* 

It is ivoL meant that a foreign 
minister or his servant shall be al¬ 
lowed to disregard at his pleasure the 
laws of tho country to which he is 
accredited. But hls rank Is so high 
that ho cannot Justly be subject to th« 
tribunals of a foreign country. If he 
was he might be unable to discharge 
hls duties as a representative of hls 
Government. It is presumed that he 
knows too well the duties Incumbent on 
him to violate the laws. Unfortunately 
this presumption Is not always justified 
because. In hls exemption from local 
control, a diplomat sometimes rooms to 
take pleasure In showing that he is not 
bound to respeot the laws of the coun¬ 
try. He even objects to being arrested, 
as ati Insult, though It is pretty hard 
to say how a peace officer can know* 
him to be a diplomat until after the 
arrest Is made. 

Of cour.se, there Is no such absurdity 
In the law* of nations as to say that 
a foreign Minister, or hls servant, shall 
have the right to disregard all the 
laws. He cannot be tried by our courts, 
but he can be sent home. And this 
can be done without giving any reason 
for It whatever. Any representative 
of a foreign Government that is not 
decent enough strictly to observe the 
laws of this country ought to be treat¬ 
ed as persona non grata, und promptly 
sent home.

LEAGUE WINS. 


ONE TALESMAN TAKEN ILL 


Judge Hargis Spends the 
Night Locked In Jail. 


Anti-Saloonists Successful 
A ( . Presbyterian Assembly. 


TWO HOXTRS OF EXCITING AND 
ACRIMONIOUS DEBATE. 


Bond Canceled When the 
Jury Takes His Case. 


CONTROVERSY OVER TEMPER¬ 
ANCE NOW SETTLED. 


Disagreed As To Verdict, But 
Ballot Not Taken. 


Lexington, Ky.. May 22.—[Special.]— 
Judge James Hargis slept behind pris¬ 
on bars to-night. Tho jury to whom 
this afternoon was given the case of 
tho Jackson leader, charged with the 
murdjar of James* CockriU at Jackson, 
July 21. 1802. had not reached a de¬ 
cision to-jiflght, and, as under the law 
the defendant’s bond was cancelled 
when the case went to the Jury, he was 
compelled to spend tho night in jail. 

One oif tho Jurors, Rhody Herndon. 
Jr., was quite ill of cramps to-night 
and sent word that he would be un¬ 
able to go to the courthouse. A physi¬ 
cian attended him. There was, there¬ 
fore, no conference of tho Jury after 
supper, but in the hour’s deliberation 
preceding tho adjournment for supper 
no decision was reached, and no further 
effort will be made by the Jurors to 
reach a conclusion until to-morrow 
morning. 

At one time during Col. Allen's speech 
•this afternoon Juror Herndon became 
so ill that he had to be excused. He 
retired Into an ante-room for a short 
time, but, although stiffering greatly, 
insisted on again taking his place In the 
jury box until the argument was com¬ 
pleted. Late to-night the sick Juror 
was practically relieved, and lie is ex¬ 
pected to be ready to meet with the 
other members of the jury In the morn¬ 
ing. Owing to tho Ulne3s of Juror 
Herndon the Jury gave very little con¬ 
sideration to the case after receiving 
It this evening, and it Is not believed 
that a single ballot lias yot been taken, 
although It La said that the jurors have 
learned that: they are not yot agreed. 

Concluding arguments were made 
during the day by Attorney Floyd Byrd, 
for the prosecution; E. P. Facrtil. for 
the defense, and Commonwealth's At¬ 
torney Allen.

May Put Off Sandyhook Tiial. 

With the practical closing of the Har¬ 
gis trial here, much interest is now* felt 
in the trial of the «amo defendant for 
alleged complicity In the murder of Dr. 
B. D. Cox, which has been set for next 
Monday at Sandyhook. Attorney Byrd 
said to-night that there is very little 
likelihood of tho case being put on trial 
next Monday, or at this term of the 
Sandyhook court. Mr. Byrd said It Is 
very unlikely that the court at Sandy¬ 
hook will take up the case until the 
appeal question fog the transfer of tho 
cose to Sandyhook has been aejed on 
by the Court of Appeals. Even If the 
higher court should bring in a decision 
before Monday, no witnesses have been 
summoned, and therefore when the case 
is called next Monday it is alm^ot cer¬ 
tain to be continued till the next term 
of court, which probably will be next 
fall. Mr. Byrd also said that no mat" 
ter what the decision In the Hargis 
oaae now In the hands otf the Jury here 
is, the cases against Alex and Elbert 
Hargis and Ed CaJiohan, also charged 
with the murder of James CockriU, will 
not be tried hare now, as .the Fayette 
court can give no more time to ihe6e 

cases before next faU.

SHOUTS OF DISAPPROVAL 


Columbus, O.. May 22.—Following two 
hours of exciting debate, which nt 
times became acrimonious and verged 
upon personalities,- the Presbyterian 
Assembly to-day, at the close of one 
of tho liveliest sessions In its history, 
adopted without a dissenting vote reso¬ 
lutions declaring as Its policy that th r -» 
permanent Committee on Temperance 
shall not embark upon or Interfere with 
political works, and Indorsfng the 
American Anti-8aJoon League as a 
"safe, sane and effective organization 
In the advancement of the great cause 
of temperance,’* and pledging to It the 
fullest co-opor&tlon "consistent with 
the constitution of the church." 

In anticipation of a momentous fight 
on the temperance question every com¬ 
missioner was in hls seat and the gal¬ 
lery of Memorial Hail was filled with 
spectators, a majority of them women, 
when at 3 o'clock, as a speical order 
of the day, the assembly called for the 
reports of the Committee on Church 
Polity and Temperance. It became evi¬ 
dent almost at the outset that a ma¬ 
jority of the commlAloners were tent 
upon settling then, and for all time, the 
controversy which has been aroused by 
the conflict between the permanent 
Temperance Committee of the PreAy- 
terlan Church, which has been instru¬ 
mental in organizing tho Interchurch 
Temperance Federation and tho Anti- 
Haloon League.

From that time on until 3:10, when 
a vote on the resolutions was taken, 
the time was occupied with exciting 
debate, during which the Moderator 
frequently found it necessary to rap 
for order. 

Just before the close of the debate 
the Rev. Charles Scanlan. of Pittsburg, 
field secretary of the Permanent Tem¬ 
perance Committee, made a brief ad¬ 
dress. during which he was frequently 
Interrupted by shouts of disapproval, 
and was at one time called to order by 
the Moderator for making his remarks 
too personal. He said he had been told 
that the purpose of the Anti-saloon 
League was to cripple the work of the 
Permanent Temperance Committee, 
and he said if this was true he wanted 
to know* it. 

Upon a vote being taken the substi 
tute resolution and amendment to the 
report of tho Standing Committee on 
Temperance were adopted without a 
dissenting vote. 


A programmo which sought to defer 
action on the vital question has been 
mapped out by the Committee on 
Pblity and Temperance, but thl 9 was 
quickly dissipated when tho assembly 
temporarily put aside the report of the 
Committee on Polity and. taking up 
the report of the Committee on Tem¬ 
perance, which hod Deen directed by 
the assembly to define the duties of 
the permanent Committee on Temper¬ 
ance, and adopted a substitute resolu¬ 
tion for one prepared by tho commit¬ 
tee, which proposoed to create a com¬ 
mittee to prepare a definition of the 
duties of the permanent Temperance 
Committee and report to tho next Gen¬ 
eral Assembly. 

The report of tho Committee on 
Church Polity was the first called for 
and was presented by the Rev. William 
P. Fulton, of Philadelphia. An over¬ 
ture from the synod of Indian Territory 
asking the assembly for a deliverance 
on the subject of how the church 
might secure representation In non- 
eccleslastlcal temperance organiza¬ 
tions, had been referred to this commit¬ 
tee. 

It reported a resolution, declaring 
that, while acknowledging the work 
done by various temperance organiza¬ 
tions, and especially commending the 
achievements of tho Anti-Saloon 
League, Women’s Christian Temper¬ 
ance Union and like societies, reaf¬ 
firmed the undevlating custom and 
policy of the church to avoid official 
representation In noneccleslaatical 
bodies. 

Rev. E. O. Whitwell. of Oklahoma 
City, immediately took the floor in op- 
posotlon to the report of the Commit¬ 
tee on Polity and made an impassioned 

S lea In behalf of the work which he 
as been doing in connection with the 
Anti-Saloon League toward securing 
a provision for prohibition of the 
liquor traffic In the Constitution of the 
Sttae of Oklahoma.

Hargis Behind Jett. 


At this point Attorneys George Hunt 
and George Webb for the defense 
sprang to their feet and emphatically 
objected to Lho details and motives of 
the transaction with Mrs. Marcum be¬ 
ing gone into, ns declared that no 
competent testimony had been Intro¬ 
duced on the subject.

Jett’s every action showed hls 
competent reliance on tho protection of 
Hargis and Callahan and the men un¬ 
der their control.

New Yor^c, May 22—The National 
Association $of Manufacturers of the 
United States went on record to-day as 
In favor of a revision of the tariff at 
the earliest opportunity, nnd the nego¬ 
tiation of more reciprocity treaties. 

A lively debate preceded the vote 
which was upon the acceptance of the 
report of the Committee on Tariff and 
Reciprocity. The committee based Its 
recommendations on a poll of the 3.00U 
members of the association. Of the to¬ 
tal number replying. 55 per cent, de¬ 
clared for Immediate revision, while 2U 
per cent, expressed a ''hands-off" senti¬ 
ment. Eight per cent, believed that the 
time for revision had not arrived, and 
the other 17 per cent, expressed indif¬ 
ference or made noncommltal answers. 

An effort to table the report was de¬ 
feated, nnd It was adopted as reported. 

The mass of resolutions adopted by

I certainly 
don't Intend to remain quiet. We shall 
In particular endeavor to sustain pub¬ 
lic officials who try to enforce the laws. 
And wherever murder or violence Is re¬ 
sorted to, wherever public officials are 
threatened and subjected to outrage 
we shall do what we can whether the 
official In question be a Judge, a Gov¬ 
ernor. a Sheriff, a Mayor, a policeman 
or a Juror." 

Capt. Henry* A. Ca«tle, of St. Paul, 
formerly Sixth Auditor of the United 
States Treasury*, In a speech on "Need 
ed Postal Reforms." criticised the man¬ 
agement of the Post-office Department, 
which he said should be placed on a 
business basis. Charles A. Prouty, the 
member of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, advocated direct control 
by the Government over the capital ac¬ 
counts of the railroads.
